Mr Robert John ROWAN was allegedly struck to the right hand by a 
knife after approaching an unknown individual on 02/08/2022. 


Mr ROWAN was assessed by Registered Nurse Jennifer GREENHORN 
who noted a large ‘laceration’ to the base of the right thumb, which was 
described as Sem long, 2cm deep and lcm wide. There was no active 
bleeding and colour, warmth, movement and sensation were intact. 


The wound was sutured, following which Mr ROWAN was discharged. 


Mr ROWAN represented on 06/10/2022 with some wound ooze and 
tenderness along the suture line after gardening. He was assessed by 
Registered Nurse Gavin COLTHART who advised rest and elevation and 
provided oral antibiotics with advice to follow-up with his GP. 


The skin is composed of two layers. An outer later known as the 
epidermis and an inner layer known as the dermis. The dermis is also 
known as the true skin. The tissue below the true skin is referred to as 
subcutaneous tissue.

6. The thickness of the skin (epidermis + dermis) varies from 0.5 mm over 
the eyelids to about 4mm on the soles of the feet and palms of the hands. 
In most places on the body the skin is about 1 to 3 mm thick. 


7. Ifthe dermis (true skin) is breached the wound tends to gape open and may 
require intervention. The treatment of suturing, gluing and/or steri-strips 
hastens healing, reduces the risk of infection and improves the cosmetic 


result.

8. The injury in this case was described as both a laceration and a wound to 
the base of the right thumb. 


9. The term laceration is usually reserved for an irregular, tear-like injury 
involving the full thickness of the skin due to blunt force injury, though is 
often used medically to indicate any injury to the skin. 


10. The injury sustained in this case would be more accurately described as an 
incised wound due to a sharp-edged object. 


11. Based on the reported depth and width of the injury as well as the need for 
suturing, the wound would have penetrated the true skin.
